On approval, the Provisional Committee will proceed 
to carry out its terms of reference for a trial period, 
after which the IAC will review the functions and organ- 
ization of the Committee, and reconsider the need for 
a standing committee on this subject. The Chairman 
su gg e sted that the agencies appoint officers to the 
Provisional Copnmittee \yho would be best able to carry 
on once the terms of reference were approved.
